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ABSTRACT : 

PURPOSE: To get an appropriate broiling condition, facilitate to 
see a 

cooked state within a cooking housing and eliminate any trouble even 
if an oily 

smoke is generated by a method wherein a quartz heater is provided, 
at least 

its front surface and lower surface are covered with a uniform 
heating plate 

composed of a far infra-red radiation material . 

CONSTITUTION: A cooked item 9 is placed on a broiling net 8 set in 
a water 

receiving pan 7, a door 4 is closed and then a quartz heater 10 at a 

broiling 

device 5 is electrically energized. Then, an interior of a cooking 
housing 6 
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is illuminated bright and in turn its front surface may prevent a 

light 

shielded with a uniform heating plate 11 from being directly inputted 
to bare 

eyes and then an interior of the cooking housing 6 may easily be 
seen. A 

radiation heat having a high intensity of radiation from the quartz 
heater 10 

is received with the uniform heating plate 11 and heats the cooked 
item 9 as a 

secondary radiation heat and at the same time the radiation heat 
outputted from 

the rear surface part is reflected against a casing to heat the 

cooked item 9 

and then a uniform heating is carried out together with the heating 
by a 

convection flow heat. In addition, oily droplets or oily smoke 
dispersed 

during cooking operation are shielded by the uniform heating plate 11 
and then 

they are not directly adhered to the quartz heater 10. The uniform 
heating 

plate 11 is composed of a steel plate coated with a far infra-red 
radiation 

coating material 5. 
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
